REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


TO  THE 

RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  HEXHAM 

For  the  Year  1S94. 


GENTLEMEN, 

Again  I  beg  to  lay  before  you  tlie  following  Annual  Report, 
giving  the  returns  for  the  Year  1894.  The  Tables  are  prepared  giving 
one  for  the  whole  of  the  district,  and  also  one  for  each  of  the  four 
districts,  into  which  it  has  been  sub-divided.  The 

AREA  of  the  whole  district  being  200,977  Acres,  and  that  of 
the  sub-districts  being  as  follows,  viz  : — 

Allexdale  Sub-District,  with  an  area  of  51,808  acres  ; 

Bywell  Sub-District,  with  an  area  of  50,547  acres  ; 

Chollerton  Sub-District,  with  an  area  of  50,794  acres  ; 

Hexiiam  Sub-District,  with  an  area  of  47,828  acres  ; 

POPULATION — The  Populat  ition  of  the  whole  of  the  District 
is  estimated  at  27,685. 


DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  every  muse  in  the  whole  of  the 
combined  district,  has  been  returned  36  -Ma’cs,  188,  Females,  180, 
and  which  gives  a  Death-rate  at  the  rate  of  13T  per  thousand. 
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INQUESTS,  &c. 

In  the  whole  of  the  district  there  has  been  1 9  Inquests  held  viz  :  — 
In  the  Allendale  Sub-District,  5.  In  the  Bywell  Sub-District,  4  ;  In 
the  Chollerton  Sub-District,  7.  In  the  Hexham  Sub-District,  3. 

In  the  whole  of  the  district  there  has  been  three  cases  in  which  it 
was  not  considered  necessary  to  hold  an  Inquest,  and  a  certificate  was 
given  by  the  coroner,  as  to  the  supposed  cause  of  death,  these  were  in 
the  Bywell  Sub-District.  In  the  whole  of  the  district,  there  has  been 
returned  21  cases  as  not  having  been  seen  by  a  medical  practitioner  at 
all,  of  these  18  were  in  the  By  well  Sub-District.  2  were  in  the 
Chollerton  Sub-District,  and  1  in  the  Hexham  Sub-District.  In 
regard  to  the  Uncertified  Deaths,  there  are  10  less  this  than  last  year, 
which  is  a  little  more  satisfactory,  but  is  very  far  from  what  it  ought 
to  be,  and  is  at  the  rate  of  5  '7  per  cent  in  the  total  deaths,  and  of  this 
number  of  uncertified  deaths,  18  were  under  one  year  old.  The  stated 

cause  of  death  being  as  follows  : — Premature  Biith,  7.  Dentition  and 
Convulsions,  3.  Pneumonia  and  Convulsions,  3,  Debility  from  Birth, 
1.  Diarrhoea  and  Convulsions,  1,  Inanition  and  Convulsions,  2. 
Jaundice,  Inanition,  and  Convulsions,  5.

In  the  following  set  of  Tables  is  one  giving  the  Number  of  Births 
for  each  separate  Sub-District,  and  one  for  them  combined.  The  last 
will  show  the  total  number  of  Births  to  have  been  for  the  year,  758, 
against  i  92  of  last  year,  which  gives  a  decrease  in  the  returns  between 
this  and  last  yea  r  of  34.  Out  of  the  total  number,  there  were  53  which 
were  illegitimate,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  6-9  per  cent.  It  will  be  seen 
there  has  been  a  decrease  of  6.0  in  the  Byweil  and  Allendale  Sub- 
Districts,  and  an  increase  of  26  in  the  Hexham  and  Chollerton  Sub- 
Districts.

Amended 
plans  for  a  house,  at  Hagg  Bank,  for  Mr.  W.  Baxter,  were  submitted  > 
the  necessary  requirements  having  been  made,  they  were  passed. 


Stocksfiei.d. — A  plan  of  byre,  proposed  to  be  erected  near  Ridley 
Mill,  for  Mr.  M.  Robson,  farmer,  was  submitted  and  passed. 


2nd  October. 

Slaley — A  plan  of  house,  to  be  erected  at  Slaley,  for  Mr.  Lambert, 
was  submitted  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  approved. 

Corbridge. — A  plan  of  out-offices  to  the  lodge  at  Farnley  Hill,  for 
Mr.  G.  B.  Forster,  was  submitted  and  approved. 


Corbridge. — Plans  of  two  semi-detached  villas,  proposed  to  be 
erected  on  the  Aydon  road  building  sites,  for  Messrs.  Smith  and 
Strothard,  were  presented  and  approved.  A  plan  of  house  at  Piioi 
Mains,  for  Messrs.  Robinson  &  Co.,  was  submitted  and  approved  of 
subject  to  a  ventilator  being  put  in  the  bedroom  at  the  front  of  house. 

Haydon  Bridge. — Plans  of  alterations  and  additions  to  cottage, 
also  new  byre,  at  Foul  Brig,  Langley,  for  Mr.  Bates,  Heddon,  were 
submitted,  but,  owing  to  the  drainage  not  being  shown,  were  referred 
back.  A  plan  of  alterations  and  additions  to  the  hind’s  cottage  at 
Langlev  Castle  Farm,  for  Mr.  Bates,  Heddon,  was  submitted,  but, 
owing  to  the  proposed  height  of  rooms  being  too  little,  was  referred 
back. 

Prudhoe. — Plan  of  proposed  new  Post  Office,  at  Low  Prudhoe, 
was  submitted  and  passed. 
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13  th  November. 

Corbridge. — A  plan  of  proposed  coach-house,  &c.,  to  be  erected  at 
the  Tynedale  Hotel,  for  Mr.  Sanderson,  Newcastle,  was  submitted  and 
approved. 


11th  December. 

"Wylam. — A  plan  was  submitted  of  proposed  additions  to  Stanley 
Burn  House,  for  Mr.  0.  H.  Murray,  was  approved. 

Corbridge. — Plans  of  proposed  Sanitorium,  at  Corchester,  for 
Rev.  J.  A.  Scott,  were  submitted  and  approved.  Plans  were  presented 
by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  a  cottage  to  be  erected  at  Howdon  Dene, 
for  Mr.  J.  Straker,  were  passed  and  approved. 

Haydon  Bridge. — Two  plans  were  submitted  of  proposed 
alterations  and  additions  to  cottage,  and  new  byre,  at  Foul  Brig, 
Langley;  also  addition  and  alteration  to  a  hind’s  cottage  at  Langley 
Castle  Farm,  for  Mr.  Bates,  Heddon, — these  plans  now  showing  the 
drainage  and  increased  height  of  rooms,  as  required  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority  Committee,  were  passed  and  approved. 


In  looking  over  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  regard  to  the  deaths 
generally,  there  is  nothing  particular  to  remark,  either  in  regard  to 
the  excessive  number,  or  the  kind  of  any  particular  disease,  in  any 
particular  part  of  the  district,  to  lead  to  the  belief  that  there  is  any 
local  cause  to  account  for  it  more  than  in  another  The  mortality  from 
the  diseases  returnable  under  the  Notification  Act,  is  much  less  this 
year  than  last,  in  fact,  a  little  less  than  one  half. 

Scarlatina — There  has  been  a  diminution  of  this  disease  both  in  number 
and  mortality.  There  has  been  98  fewer  cases  this  than  last  year,  and  only 
two  deaths  compared  to  live  last  year,  which  of  itself  shows,  when 
compared  to  the  number  notified,  that  the  disease  has  been  of  a  very 
mild  character.  On  referring  to  the  tables,  it  will  be  seen  it  has  been 
spread  over  the  whole  of  the  district,  the  greatest  number  being  in  the 
By  well  Sub-District,  which  of  course,  is  the  largest.  That  it  has  been 
of  a  mild  character  is  a  most  fortunate  thing,  it  being  a  disease  which 
remains  infective  for  such  a  long  period  in  certain  cases,  and  there  are 
a  great  many  such,  where  the  desquamation  or  peeling  is  very  slow. 
There  cannot  be  any  doubt  that  the  means  of  its  spreading,  is  almost, 
without  exception,  by  direct  contact  either  with  one  suffering  from  it, 
or  by  its  being  carried  about  on  the  clothing  of  the  rest  of  the  family  in 
the  house,  who  go  about  their  usual  duties.  Or,  as  I  have  myself  seen, 
by  travelling  packmen  spreading  their  wares  about  the  room  in  which  it 
was,  and  thereby  perhaps  conveying  it  miles  away,  and  to  the  most 
unlikely  places.  Isolation  is  the  only  real  means  of  its  prevention,  and 
this  cannot  possibly  be  got  in  anything  like  a  proper  manner  in  the 
ordinary  dwelling,  as  there  is  not  sufficient  room  in  the  house,  whatever 
the  wish  may  be.  One  of  the  serious  points  of  an  epidemic  of  this  kind, 
is  the  effect  it  may  have  in  regard  to  the  keeping  open  of  the  schools. 
I  am  of  the  opinion,  the  Schoolroom  itself  gets  blame  which  it  ought  not 
to  have,  as  regards  being  the  direct  cause  of  spreading  the  disease. 
When  it  comes  to  be  a  question  of  closing  a  school,  which  from  an 
educational  point  is  a  very  serious  matter,  and  it  is  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  that  not  only  is  no  child  suffering  from  the  disease,  in  any  stage  of 
it,  allowed  to  attend  school,  but  even  no  child  from  that  house  is 
allowed  to  attend.  May  it  not  be  asked  whether  there  is  not  as  much, 
if  not  more  danger  of  infection  by  closing  the  school,  and  thereby  allow¬ 
ing  the  children  to  play  together  the  whole  day  through,  and  run  in  and 
out  each  other’s  houses,  as  they  are  sure  to  do  in  a  village,  and  being  in 
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close  contact,  in  fact,  playing  with  those  in  a  high  state  of  infection, 
than  in  allowing  them  to  attend  school,  where  at  least,  they  are  not  in 
contact  with  anyone  actually  suffering  from  it.  It  is  a  question  in 
which  the  character  of  the  district  must  be  taken  into  consideration, 
and  as  in  this  district,  where  there  is  generally  a  very  considerable 
population  close  to  the  schools,  with  hamlets  or  clusters  of  houses  here 
and  there,  a  mile  or  two  away,  and  amongst  which  th  're  is  no 
Scarlatina,  the  only  way  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease,  is  partial 
closure,  by  debarring  the  outsiders  coming  into  the  infected  area  where 
the  schools  are,  and  if  the  numbers  will  allow  it,  keep  the  school  open 
to  the  children  of  the  houses  in  the  village  free  fr  an  tin  disease.  The 
difficulty  of  dealing  with  these  cases  as  they  arise,  and  thus  checking 
the  disease,  is  a  good  example  of  the  want  of  an  Isolation  Hospital. 

Diptheria  —In  regard  to  this  disease,  there  has  been  a  very  considerable 
diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  returned  this,  over  last  year.  The 
number  this  year  being  6,  and  last  year  27,  and  the  deaths  were  2  and 
5  respectively.  In  last  year’s  report,  the  great  propable  causes  were 
given  as  low,  dark,  and  ill-ventilated  dwellings,  damp  walls  often  with 
several  layers  of  paper  pasted  one  over  the  other,  and  the  want  of 
proper  and  regular  cleansing  of  the  slopstone  pipe  and  sink,  and  there 
has  been  no  reason  to  alter  this  view,  so  far  at  any  rate  as  to  these 
conditions  more  or  less  occurring  in  a  great  majority  of  the  cases,  and  in 
the  more  severe  cases,  the  dampness  and  want  of  ventilation  was  more 
noticeable  than  in  the  others.  It  would  be  difficult  for  some  to  imagine 
the  quantity  of  putrid  tilth  there  is  about  some  slopstones,  in  low, 
damp,  and  ill-ventilated  back  kitchens  ;  at  any  rate,  how  far  soever 
these  may  act  as  a  cause  of  the  disease,  they  are  conditions  which  act 
as  a  very  good  nidus  for  the  propagation  of  it,  and  so  the  people  are 
being  taught,  and  beginning  to  realise 

On  a  case  of  Diptheria  occurring,  the  teachers  have  been  instructed 
not  only  to  debar  the  rest  of  the  family  from  attending  school,  if  any 
are  attending,  but  also  to  carefully  watch  the  rest  of  the  children,  and 
on  any  symptom  of  sore  throat  or  feverishness  appearing,  to  immediately 
send  it  home  and  have  a  medical  man  to  it,  who  will  certify  as  to  its  state. 
This  is  a  disease  which  requires  the  earliest  and  most  rigid  watchfulness, 
being  not  only  most  dangerous  but  most  contagious  as  well. 

Measles  is  not  under  the  Notification  Act,  but  there  has  been  a  good 
deal  of  it  going  about  during  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  the  year. 
It  was  of  a  very  mild  kind,  but  there  has  been  no  deaths. 


Whooping  Cough. — This  also  docs  not  come  under  the  Notification 
Act,  but  there  has  been  a  very  considerable  number  of  cases  throughout 
the  district.  It  is  a  disease  which  parents  think  little  or  nothing  about, 
and  never  take  any  precautions  either  in  regard  to  their  own  children 
going  near  any  other  child  who  has  it,  or  allowing  others  to  come  near  it, 
in  case  it  has  it.  Indeed,  a  child  is  often  sent  away  to  gome  district  in 
which  there  is  nothing  of  the  kind,  so  that  it  may  have  a  change  of  air,  and 
the  consequence  is  it  infects  that  district,  and  so  the  disease  is  spread  all 
over  the  country.  The  epidemic  had  died  away  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
There  was  5  fatal  cases  this  year,  and  yet  the  parents  continue  quite 
indifferent  as  to  its  danger. 

Influenza. — This  again  is  not  on  the  list  of  Notifiable  Diseases,  but  it 
is  well  known  how  infectious  it  is,  and  what  a  great  number  of  deaths 
have  occurred  from  it.  There  has  not  been  much  of  it  going  about  in  the 
district,  but  there  has  been  a  few  cases,  and  one  which  proved  fatal. 
It  has  not  assumed  the  form  of  epidemic. 

Typhoid  Fever — There  has  been  four  cases  ot  this  less  than  last  year. 
They  have  all  been  in  the  Bywell  Sub- District,  and  the  circumstances  in 
all  the  cases  have  been  enquired  into,  and  the  required  means  used  to 
prevent  any  further  spread  of  the  disease  in  the  locality  in  which  it  may 
have  been,  and  sufficient  local  cause  has  generally  been  found  to  account 
for  it. 

Water  Supply, — -The  following  places  are  supplied  by  the  Newcastle 
and  Gateshead  Company : — Ovingham,  Wylam,  West  Wylam,  Eltvingham, 
Prudhoe,  Prudhoe  Colliery,  and  Mickley  Square.  The  other  private  sup¬ 
plies,  all  over  the  district,  may  be  considered  of  a  very  fair  character,  so 
far  as  quality  is  concerned.  But  in  a  very  great  number  of  cases  it  is  too 
far  away,  and  also  in  many  cases  ought  to  be  better  protected,  and  the 
wells  properly  made,  walled,  and  covered  in,  and  brought  to  a  more 
reasonable  distance,  especially  where  there  is  not  only  cattle  and  dairy 
work,  but  also  that  for  domestic  purposes,  the  supply  has  to  be  carried  ; 
and  this  is  all  the  worse  where  there  is  a  number  of  houses  together. 
Take  for  instance  New  Ridley,  as  an  example.  The  water  supply  to 
this,  in  regard  to  accessability,  being  very  far  indeed  from  what  it  ought 
to  be,  as  the  houses  are  a  considerable  distance  from  any  supply,  and 
then  it  is  in  great  want  of  proper  protection.  There  is  a  sufficient 
supply  of  good  water  in  the  neighbourhood,  which  could  be  brought  to 
a  convenient  point  to  suit  the  requirements  of  all  the  people,  and  simply 
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requires  the  co-operation  of  the  various  owners  in  the  district  to  remedy 
it.  This  has  been  before  the  Board  on  previous  occasions,  not  only  in 
regard  to  the  want  of  a  proper  water  supply  to  the  farm  itself  there, 
but  to  the  houses  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  ;  and  in  regard  to 
which,  in  consequence  of  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  at 
the  Board  Meeting  of  June  12th,  referring  to  the  scarcity  of  water  in 
the  district,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  visit  the  place,  and  they  did 
so,  and  reported  to  the  Meeting  on  July  10th,  in  regard  to  the  water, 
as  follows  : — “  In  reference  to  the  Medical  Officer’3  report,  we  find 
there  is  a  very  serious  want  of  water ;  though  there  is  a  pump  in  the 
fold-yard,  it  is  surrounded  by  the  farm  buildings,  and  we  were  informe  1 
that  at  certain  times  there  was  scarcely  any  water  in  it ;  and  we  think 
it  is  at  all  times  liable  to  contamination.” 

It  was  moved  the  Clerk  write  to  the  owners  to  provide  water  for 
their  tenants.  This  was  done,  and  at  the  following  meeting,  a  letter 
was  read  from  the  agent,  Mr.  Simpson,  saying  he  proposed  visiting  the 
place  in  a  few  days,  and  would  endeavour  to  arrange  for  a  better  supply. 
On  discussiou,  after  reading  the  letter,  it  was  the  general  opinion  of  the 
board  that  - 

Nothing  will  meet  the  requirements  of  a  case  like  this,  so  well  as  a 
comprehensive  scheme,  undertaken  by  the  various  owners  combining, 
which  it  is  to  be  hoped,  and  no  doubt  will  be  done  in  this  case  ;  at  any 
rate,  the  matter  must  not  be  allowed  to  rest  as  it  is,  whether  it  may  be 
considered  to  carry  out  the  necessary  provisions  individually,  or  in 
combination.  There  has  been  numerous  complaints  as  to  the  scarcity 
and  quality,  supplying  Hedley-on-the-Hill ,  and  not  at  all  without  good 
reason.  This  has  often  been  brought  before  the  Board  by  the  M  edical 
Officer  of  Health.  But  the  difficulty  has  been  how  to  get  a  proper 
supply,  the  mining  operations  in  the  district  having  tapped  some  of  the 
ordinary  supplies.  In  consequence  of  the  scarcity  and  quality  of  the 
water,  and  in  view  of  further  buildings  being  erected,  a  Parochial 
Committee  to  examine  was  appointed,  and  sent  in  a  report,  which  was 
read  at  the  Board  Meeting  on  October  2nd,  as  follows — “  The  committee 
having  visited  the  various  water  supplies  connected  with  the  village, 
arc  of  opinion  that  a  great  scarcity  exists  for  the  present  population, 
also  the  water  of  the  West  Pump  Well,  having  been  submitted  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  examination,  was  found  to  be  of  a  very 
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unsatisfactory  nature,  and  containing  a  considerable  quantity  of  living 
animalcula.” 

On  a  discussion  as  to  being  able  to  get  a  supply  from  one  of  the 
two  public  companies,  viz: — The  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water 
Company,  and  the  Consett  Water  Company,  the  Chairman  suggested 
the  Clerk  should  ascertain  in  which  Water  Company’s  area  the  village 
lay.  This  was  done,  and  at  the  Meeting  on  November  13th,  the  Clerk 
said  he  had  received  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Newcastle  and 
Gateshead  Water  Company,  saying  Hedley  Township  was  in  the  Consett 
Water  Company’s  area.  It  was  then  agreed  to  write  to  that  Company, 
which  was  done,  and  at  the  Meeting  on  December  11th,  a  letter  which 
had  been  received  by  the  Clerk  was  read,  stating  the  Company  had 
received  the  letter  from  the  Clerk  of  the  Hexham  Board,  respecting 
the  water  supply  to  the  Township  of  Hedley-on-the-Hill,  which  would 
be  laid  before  the  directors  of  the  Company,  at  their  Meeting  on  the 
Wednesday  next,  when  he  would  c  unmunicate  further  with  the  Clerk. 
But  there  is  no  doubt  that  there  will  be  got  a  good  supply  to  both  these 
places,  and  which  has  been  needed  for  a  long  time.  There  has  been  a 
very  great  improvement  in  remedying  the  defects  in  the  smaller  and 
single  water  supplies  all  through  the  district,  in  regard  both  to  the 
protection  of  the  supply  from  contamination,  by  piping  and  improving 
the  wells,  and  bringing  it  nearer  the  residence,  which  is  a  great  matter. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  the  district  have  been  visited  at  uncertain 
intervals,  and  have  been  found  to  be  generally  in  a  very  satisfactory  state. 
There  is  a  greater  degree  of  attention  paid  to  the  cleanliness  of  both  the 
utensils  and  everything  connected  with  the  business,  which  is  very  notice¬ 
able.  In  no  case  has  any  serious  fault  had  to  be  found,  and  on  the  attention 
being  directed  to  anything  which  may  require  alteration,  it  has  been  done 
at  once. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  have  also  been  visited,  and  have  generally  been 
found  in  a  satisfactory  state.  Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  the 
regular  whitewashing  and  the  removal  of  refuse.  There  has  been  very 
few  cases  in  which  there  has  been  any  need  for  particular  attention  to  be 
called,  but  in  all,  the  requirements  have  been  at  once  carried  out ;  and 
in  new  ones,  or  where  there  is  any  alterations,  the  newer  and  more 
sanitary  style  is  adopted. 

Ashpits  and  Privies. — There  is  still  a  difficulty  in  getting  these  cleaned 
out  as  frequently  as  is  necessary,  as  farmers  cannot  be  got  at  certain 
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times  of  the  year,  to  come  when  required.  The  very  great  majority 
of  the  privies  in  the  district,  are  built  on  the  old,  boxed-in  end’principle, 
and  the  consequence  is  too  well-known  to  need  description.  If  there  was  a 
bye-law  passed,  that  no  privy  should  be  erected  unless  it  was  built  on  the 
recognised  principle,  that  all  matter  should  be  cover  d  by  the  dry  ashes 
as  they  are  thrown  in,  it  would  be  the  means  of  preventing  very  much 
disease,  and  until  compulsion  can  be  used  in  regard  to  this,  it  is  to  be 
feared  things  will  go  on  pretty  much  as  they  have  done.  The  Authority 
was  at  the  expense  of  providing  an  engraved  plan  for  a  privy,  which 
answers  all  the  required  purposes  for  proper  sanitation,  and  which, 
where  it  has  been  used,  answers  its  purpose  admirably.  When  built 
under  this  plan,  even  though  it  should  get  full,  and  however  full  it  may 
be,  there  is  not  the  most  offensiveness,  which  is  without  exception  in  the 
old  kind. 

In  a  district  such  as  here,  where  the  privies  and  ashpits  cannot  be 
cleaned  out  with  the  desired  frequency,  this  seems  to  be  the  best  way  of 
remedying  the  evil,  and  in  every  case  in  which  it  has  been  adopted  it  has 
answered  most  admirably,  and  it  is  less  in  cost,  and  taking  up  much 
less  ground  than  the  old  one.  In  speaking  of  this,  it  may  be  as  well  to 
here  mention,  several  complaints  as  to  the  very  !  1  smell  and  offensive 

character  of  the  manure  which  is  unloaded  at  the  stations  on  the  line, 
and  more  particularly  at  Stocksfield  and  Prudhoe.  This,  which  I  have 
personally  seen  on  several  occasion,  and  can  corroborate,  is  sometimes 
of  a  most  offensive  character,  and  full  of  all  kinds  of  putrid  animal 
matter,  and  there  can  be  no  wonder  as  to  the  complaints  regarding  it. 
Representations  were  made  to  the  railway  officials,  and  it  was  suggested 
that  it  should  only  be  unloaded  at  certain  times  in  the  early  morning, 
and  also  be  removed  as  far  as  possible  from  the  passenger  department  of 
the  station,  and  this  was  at  once  promised  to  be  done,  and  it  has  not 
been  so  bad  since. 

The  Disposal  of  Seivage  is  one  of  the  most  important  questions  of  the 
day,  and  is  one  which  has  always  been  a  most  difficult  matter  for  the 
Board  to  satisfactorily  cope  with.  And  in  the  whole  of  the  Rural 
District  there  has  never  been  any  means  used  to  treat  it  except  by 
settling  tanks,  and  imperfect  irrigation,  after  which  it  has  found  its  way, 
by  a  more  op  less  lengthy  route,  to  the  river.  In  consequence,  however, 
of  the  rapidly  increasing  number  of  houses  which  have  been,  and  are 
being  built,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Mickley  Bank,  it  was  seen  that  it 
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was  becoming  a  most  serious  matter,  having  in  view  the  ultimate 
pollution  of  the  Tyne,  to  keep  on  building  without  having  first  provided 
an  efficient  system  of  treatment  of  the  sewage,  by  purification  in  some 
manner,  by  chemical  and  other  means,  before  its  ultimately  being 
discharged  into  the  river ;  and  that  steps  ought  to  be  taken  to  provide 
such.  And  it  was  resolved,  at  a  Board  Meeting  held  on  October  2nd, 
to  get  a  detailed  plan  from  Mr.  Johnston,  for  a  full  and  comprehensive 
scheme  for  the  disposal  of  the  sewage  from  Mickley  Village,  Mount 
Pleasant,  and  Mickley  Bank.  That  such  a  scheme  is  needed  there 
cannot  be  any  doubt  whatever.  The  need  for  the  purification  of 
sewage,  before  its  being  emptied  into  any  river,  is  becoming  more 
imperative,  every  year  ;  and  the  present  scheme  is  one  which,  when 
carried  through,  will  be  of  inestimable  value. 

In  the  foregoing  Report,  which  cannot  but  be  considered  a  very 
favourable  one,  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  found  any  information  which  any 
member  may  require.  There  is  the  very  gratifying  feature  of  a  low 
death  rate.  There  is  also  another  very  gratifyiug  feature,  and  that  is, 
the  small  number  of  deaths  from  the  Infectious,  and  preventable 
diseases  ;  and  not  only  that,  but  also  the  diminution  in  the  number  of 
cases  returned  altogether.  There  has  been  a  great  improvement,  in  a 
sanitary  point,  all  over  the  district ;  and  the  difficulties  which  have 
hitherto  been  more  or  less  thrown  in  the  way  of  sanitary  reform,  are 
gradually  disappearing.  Of  course  there  are  many  improvements  to  be 
made,  and  perhaps  under  the  new  order  of  things  a  revision  of  the 
bye-laws  may  not  be  one  of  the  last.  Trusting  I  may  be  able  to 
present  to  you  at  least  as  satisfactary  a  Report  for  the  next  year,
